Slim, earnest former TV star (Hawkeye on 
M*A*S*H) branched out into middle-aged hero 
roles after show folded in 1983. Key roles: The 
Four Seasons, Sweet Liberty, and The Aviator. 

LEW AYRES 

Real-life pacifist Quaker who played generally kind 
and gentle souls who rarely got the girl. Key roles: 
All Quiet on the Western Front, Holiday, Dr. Kildare 

KEVIN BACON 

Off-beat good looks have enhanced a wide variety 
of characters both bad and good. Key roles: 
Footloose, A Stir of Echoes, and The River Wild. 

JAVIER BARDEM 

Hunky, homely Spanish character in melodrama and 
action, and romance flicks. Key roles: 

Before Night Falls, No Country For Old Men, and 
The Dancer Upstairs. 

LIONEL BARRYMORE 
Crotchety old man of the hour but sometimes 
treacly lovable. Key films: If s A Wonderful Life, A 
Free Soul, Dr Kildare (as Dr. Gillespie) series. 



RALPH BELLAMY 

The almost eternal schnook, losing the girl despite 
athletic build and bland good looks. Key roles: His 
Girl Friday, The Awful Truth, and Sunrise at 
Campobello 

WILLIAM BENDIX 

Burly, dems and dose tough guy, usually for comic 
relief or pathos. Key roles: Life of Riley, Lifeboat. 

ERNEST BORGNINE 

May have won Oscar for Best Actor (Marty) but his 
pleasantly homely mug guaranteed him years of 
heavies as thugs, cops, cowboys, and some heroes. 
Key roles: A Catered Affair, From Here to Eternity, 
and The Poseidon Adventure 

WALTER BRENNAN 

Versatile character who could play wise bums and 
drunken nitwits. Nominated and won so often, only 
Kate Hepburn managed to tie him! Key roles: Meet 
John Doe, The Kentuckian, To Have & Have Not. 



BEAU BRIDGES 

Son o' Lloyd, bro o' Jeff, did not get the looks so 
gets to support family with steady career of 
sad-sacks, creeps, dads, pianists, and so on. 

Key roles: Norma Rae, The Fabulous Baker Boys, 
and Daddy's Dyin’ - Who’s Got the Will?. 

LLOYD BRIDGES 

Virile, beady-eyed blond, mostly in support work in 
westerns and other adventure flicks. Later a TV star 
of Sea Hunt. Dad of Jeff and Beau. Key roles: 
Home of the Brave, Airplane!, and Cousins. 

ADRIEN BRODY 

Will never be a leading man, not with that schnozz, 
but some fine performances, mostly in indies. 
Key roles: Liberty Heights, The Pianist, and 
Hollywoodland. 

STEVE BUSCEMI 

Homely guys are often the most compelling; this 
one does it by playing mostly losers. Key roles: 
Fargo, Reservoir Dogs, and Parting Glances. 



SIMON CALLOW 

Veddy British Merchant-Ivory regular who often 
plays pompous or clueless types in modem films 
such as A Room With A View, Maurice, and Four 
Weddings and A Funeral. 

JACK CARSON 

Tall, beefy wise-ass of 30's & 40’s veered towards 
more mature roles in the 50's, usually as defeated 
men. Key roles: Mildred Pierce, Romance on the 
High Seas, and Cat On A Hot Tin Roof. 

JOHN CASSAVETTES 

Handsome, intense occasional lead who is more 
important for his direction of indie films. 

Key roles: Rosemary's Baby, Tempest, and 
The Dirty Dozen. 

CHARLES COBURN 

Chubby old fart livened several comedies of the 
Golden age of H-wood. Key roles: The Devil and 
Miss Jones, The Lady Eve, and Monkey Business. 


ELISHA COOK, JR 

The Eternal Skeev. Key roles: The Maltese Falcon, 
Don't Bother to Knock, and The Big Sleep. 



SEAN CONNERY 

Bond. James Bond. The only one who really 
matters. Also some character work when he quit the 
franchise. Key roles: Goldfinger, The 
Untouchables, and Time Bandits. 

PETER COYOTE 

Rangy, stage-trained player of middle-aged 
romantics and occasional villains. Key roles: E.T., 
Cross Creek, and Bitter Moon. 

DONALD CRISP 

The man who sold his collie and made his son cry. 

Also many aristocrats and a few working-class 
heroes. Key roles: Lassie Come Home, How Green 
Was My Valley, and The Uninvited. 

BING CROSBY 

Hugely successful pop singer from the 1920's on 
who became popular in Road pictures with pal Bob 
Hope - and an occasionally dramatic leading man. 
Key roles: Going My Way, The Country Wife, and 
High Society 



WILLEM DAFOE 

Has turned a scarred face and gaunt physique into a 
character actor's goldmine. Key roles: Platoon, 
Light Sleeper, and The English Patient. 

HENRY DANIELL 

The British go-to guy for creepy aristocrats, general 
meanies, and snobs. Key roles: The Sea Hawk, The 
Philadelphia Story, and The Body Snatcher. 

BRUCE DAVISON 

Slight, slim blond with deer-in-headlights look who 
played many youth roles into his late 40’s. Key 
roles: Last Summer, Marne, Longtime Companion, 

JAMES DEAN 

Iconic, essentially character player whose 
passionate, promising performances made him one 
of the odder legends in US film. Key roles: East of 
Eden, Rebel Without A Cause, and Giant. 

BRIAN DENNEHY 

Big burly blond guy always seems to know you 
better than you know him. 50/50 good/bad guys. 
Key roles: Cocoon, The River Rat, Never Cry Wolf. 



JOHNNY DEPP 

Despite a few strong leads, his best work is in 
characters, though he desperately needs to 
disassociate from Burton & Disney. Key roles: 
Benny & Joon, Before Night Falls, and Ed Wood. 

BRUCE DERN 

Laura's pop specializes in both weirdos and 
sympathetic losers of all sorts. Key roles: Silent 
Running, Smile, and Coming Home 

DANNY DEVITO 

Pint-sized Italian-American butterball with the 
rapid-fire tongue usually plays bastards but can be a 
nice guy ... rarely. Key roles: Ruthless People, 
Renaissance Man, and L.A. Confidential. 

MELVYN DOUGLAS 
Tall, lanky dude who began in sophisticated 
romantic comedy, moving on into dramatic 
character work well into his senior years. 

Key roles: Annie Oakley, Ninotchka, and 
Mr Blandings Builds His Dream House. 



BRAD DOURIF 

Slender, curly-haired boyish into old-mannish 
usually plays sensitive or intense marginal types. 
Key roles: One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest, Wise 
Blood, and Mississippi Burning. 

HOWARD DUFF 

Wiseguy - honing it as radio's Sam Spade - who 
grew into burly tough guy, occasionally nice. 
Naked City, While the City Sleeps, and Kramer Vs. 
Kramer 

CHARLES DURNING 

Chubby, real-life WWII hero became popular in his 
40's as villainous thugs as well as charming 
romancers and cool dads. Key roles: The 
Choirboys, Queen of the Stardust Ballroom, and 
Home For the Holidays 

DAN DURYEA 

Slim blond rotten person in film noir, comedies, and 
historical dramas. Key roles: The Little Foxes, Ball 
of Fire, and The Flight of the Phoenix. 

DENHOLM ELLIOT 

Attractive Brit, often as soldiers, later as dads and 
butlers. Key roles: Nothing But The Best, A Room 
With A View, and Trading Places 



HECTOR ELIZONDO 

Balding, tough-loving dad type, mostly in comedy. 
Key roles: The Flamingo Kid, Frankie & Johnny, 
and Chicago Hope (TV). 

DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS, SR 
King of the silent adventure flicks, he ruled 
Hollywood before 1927; career went the way of 
open-captions. Key roles: The Mark of Zorro, Robin 
Hood, and Thief of Baghdad 

W. C. FIELDS 

Rotund comic of vaudeville fame who made several 
films up through WWII era. Specialized in 
laughable frauds, drunks, would-be ladies' men, etc 
Key roles: David Copperfield, My Little Chickadee, 
and The Bank Dick 

ANDY GARCIA 

Attractive Cuban-American second lead who plays 
mostly cops and occasional romantics. Key roles: 
The Mean Season, Internal Affairs, and 
When A Man Loves A Woman. 



SCOTT GLENN 

Angular with athletic build, has played some 
villains but best as offbeat heroes. Key roles: Urban 
Cowboy, The Right Stuff, and Silence of the Lambs. 

JEFF GOLDBLUM 

Tall, slim, tan, and often disarmingly cute started 
out in thug roles, moved on to anti-heroes, usually 
second leads. Key roles: The Fly, Earth Girls 
Are Easy, and Independence Day. 

JOHN GOODMAN 

Large, bearish, often jovial guy curiously has never 
won the gold. Most famous as Roseanne's longtime, 
long-suffering TV husband, key film roles include: 
Raising Arizona, Matinee, and Argo. 

ELLIOTT GOULD 

Began as a good-looking star but weight gain 
relegated him to actually more interesting support 
work. Key roles: M*A*S*H, Bugsy, and the 
revived Ocean's 11 films. 

RUPERT GRAVES 

Wavy-haired, boyish Brit, mostly in his country's 
indies and art-house fare. Much more charming 
than the other Rupert. Key roles: Maurice, Mrs. 
Dalloway, and Different For Girls. 



SYDNEY GREENSTREET 
Bloated British character who usually played 
pompous thugs and wealthy, apoplectic farts. Key 
roles: The Maltese Falcon, Christmas in 
Connecticut, and The Hucksters. 

ALEC GUINNESS 

David Lean regular was a man of many faces, 
regrettably (to his own admission) most famous as 
an alien superhero. Key acting roles: The Lavender 
Hill Mob, Doctor Zhivago, and A Passage to India 

ED HARRIS 

Short, lean, with intense blue eyes and demeanor, an 
everyman who can be mean as a snake or gentle as a 
lamb. Key roles: The Right Stuff, Sweet Dreams, 
and Apollo 13. 

IAN HOLM 

Shakespearean who can charm you with a 
seemingly genuine sweetness or repel you with a 
certain reptilian quality. Key roles: Alien, 
Wetherby, and King Lear (TV). 



ANTHONY HOPKINS 

Stage-trained, powerfully-built actor with intense 
pale blue eyes made him a natural for sensitive 
types until Hannibal Lecter came a callin'. 

Key roles: A Lion in Winter, 84 Charing Cross 
Road, and The Human Stain 

BOB HOSKINS 

Soon to be much-missed, pleasingly plump retiree 
with a penchant for losers of all sorts: go-betweens, 
media hacks, small-time thugs and bad artists in 
love with Cher. Key roles: The Long Good Friday, 
Mona Lisa, and Mermaids. 

ROCK HUDSON 

Tall, dark and handsome, but not a very good actor 
until he started doing comedy almost exclusively. 
Also good in rugged adventure & detective work. 
Key roles: Giant, Pillow Talk, and Seconds. 

WALTER HUSTON 

Directed by son John or his peers, he usually 
delivered the goods as sly prospectors or henpecked 
husbands. Key roles: Rain, Dodsworth, and The 
Treasure of the Sierra Madre 



REX INGRAM 

One of the first black character actors was this large 
man who briefly touched stardom via a Eugene 
O'Neill play. Key roles: The Emperor Jones, 
Huckleberry Finn, and The Thief of Bagdhad. 

SAMUEL L. JACKSON 

Tall, homely dude who will be forever linked with 
Snakes on a Plane!!!! 

Also Pulp Fiction and Do The Right Thing. 

EDGAR KENNEDY 

Eternal foe of the Marx Bros and various other 
comics. Master of the Slow Bum. Key roles: 
Tillie's Punctured Romance, Duck Soup, and 
Unfaithfully Yours. 

BEN KINGSLEY 

Gandhi was a fluke; this Anglo-Indian is best in 
support, usually noble men. Key roles: Pascali’s 
Island, Schindler's List, and Bugsy. 

MARTIN LANDAU 

Tall, dark and attractive started out as one of the 
creepiest Hitchcock villains, graduating to more 
heroic types as he has aged. Key roles: North by 
Northwest, Crimes and Misdemeanors, & Ed Wood 



CHARLES LANE 

Slim, sharp-faced player, usually in glasses; had one 
of the longest careers in show biz, as journos, 
judges, and various other snippy-mouthed types. 
Key roles: Mr Deeds Goes to Town, Arsenic and 
Old Lace, and What's So Bad About Feeling Good? 

ED LAUTER 

Harsh-looking character appropriately played many 
thugs and creeps. Key roles: The Longest Yard, 
Cujo, and Raw Deal. 

JUDE LAW 

Groomed to be a lead, but short stature and fading 
good looks have sent him to the bench in supporting 
roles. But, hey - more money innit. Key roles: 
Gattaca, A.I., & Wilde. 

HEATH LEDGER 

Handsome Aussie blond whose sensitive work 
earned early praise before his unfortunate drug 
overdose. Key roles: Monster's Ball, Brokeback 
Mountain, and The Dark Knight. 



JOSEPH GORDON-LEVITT 
Destined to remain a character, this plain-faced slim 
Jim seems to prefer more liberating indie leads like 
Hesher than over-rated sf flicks. Key roles: 
Mysterious Skin, Brick, and Stop-Loss 

JAKE GYLLENHAL 

Offbeat good looks guarantee this guy will have 
character work for years to come. Son of 
screenwriter Naomi Foner, brother of Maggie - all 
three each have Oscar nods. Key roles: Donnie 
Darko, Brokeback Mountain, and Jarhead. 

HAROLD LLOYD 

One of the Crucial 3 of silent comedy, alongside 
Chaplin & Keaton, a master acrobat as well as the 
best-looking, but career ran too short. Key roles: 
Safety Last, The Freshman, and The Milky Way 

ROBERT LOGGIA 

Foghorn-voiced tough guy has played villains and 
iconic figures. Key roles: Jagged Edge, Big, and 
Smilla's Sense of Snow. 

JOHN LONE 

Handsome Chinese who played a few leads in early 
80's, now more of a character player. Key roles: 
Ieeman, The Last Emperor, and Rush Hour. 



PETER LORRE 

Bug-eyed chihuahua of a person found initial fame 
as onscreen child killer, graduated to gay 
stereotypes, and homuncular ocean sidekicks. 
Key roles: M, The Maltese Falcon, and 
20,000 Leagues Linder the Sea. 

BELA LUGOSI 

Exotic lead from silents who found going tough 
outside of the horror genre because of thick 
Hungarian accent; wound up in Ed Wood's trash. 
Key roles: Dracula, The Murders in the Rue 
Morgue, and Plan 9 From Outer Space 

RODDY MCDOWALL 
Former child star who played various fey 
characters. Was active in film preservation 
movement. Key roles: Lassie Come Home, Funny 
Lady, and Planet of the Apes (and sequels). 

BARTON MACLANE 

Beefy grumbler who (for example) supported Bogie 
in three distinctly different performances - tough 
cop, conniving fisherman, and duplicitous foreman. 
These roles are The Maltese Falcon, To Have and 
Have Not, and The Treasure of the Sierra Madre. 



WILLIAM H. MACY 
Another bug-eyed doggie who tends to play 
schlemiels, sad-sacks, and other losers. 

Key roles: Fargo, The Cooler, and Dead Again. 

JOHN MALKOVICH 
Sliminess in human form. Vet of Chicago's 
Steppenwolf theater company. Key roles: 
Dangerous Liaisons, Empire of the Sun, & Red. 

JEAN MARAIS 

Tall, handsome Frenchman, longtime companion of 
director Jean Cocteau & star of most of his films, 
also worked for other greats up to mid-90's. Key 
roles: La Belle et La Bete, Le Testament d'Orphee, 
and Stealing Beauty. 

HERBERT MARSHALL 
Cuddly Brit who was frequent object of B. Davis' 
onscreen cruel streak. Key roles: The Letter, 

The Little Foxes, and The Razor's Edge. 

WALTER MATTHAU 

Large, garrulous brunet with hangdog features; 
nevertheless a thinking person's sex symbol, 
frequently paired with pal Jack Lemmon. 

Key roles: Fail-Safe, The Fortune Cookie, and 
The Bad News Bears. 



DONALD MEEK 

He certainly was in variety of barely - repressed 
little old man supports. Key roles: The Adventures 
of Tom Sawyer, Stagecoach, and 
Nick Carter: Master Detective. 

RAY MILLAND 

Archly handsome youth became craggy middle- 
aged loner and early indie auteur. Key roles: The 
Lost Weekend, Panic in Year Zero, 
and The Uninvited. 

JOHN MILLS 

Cute little Englishman specializing in quietly heroic 
men; dad of Hayley and Juliet. Amusing final bit in 
his 90s in Bright Young Things. Key roles: 
Great Expectations, Ryan's Daughter, and 
The Swiss Family Robinson. 

HARRIS 'DIVINE' MILSTEAD 
Infamous, plus-sized drag queen who starred in a 
half-dozen underground classics for pal John 
Waters. Great gift for satire, died too young.. Key 
roles: Female Trouble, Polyester, and Hairspray. 



RICARDO MONTALBAN 
Handsome, vibrant actor from Mexico. Lean, mean, 
and virile all the way into his 60’s, Key roles: 
Battleground, Sweet Charity and Star Trek: 

The Wrath of Khan. 

PAUL MUNI 

Huge star in 30's but career faded as more 
impressive young guns filled the business. Key 
roles: Juarez, Scarface, and The Life of Emile Zola. 

SAM NEILL 

Handsome Irishman bubbled under stardom, better 
at characters supporting stronger female leads. 
Key roles: Plenty, A Cry in the Dark, & The Piano. 

RAMON NOVARRO 

Handsome Mexican silent screen star who later did 
character work; victim of brutal hate crime in 1968. 
Key roles: Scaramouche, Ben Hur (1925), 
and We Were Strangers. 

RYAN O'NEAL 

Once a handsome lead, now a paunchy character, 
such as the heroine's dad on TV's Bones. Key roles: 
What's Up Doc?, Paper Moon, and Love Story. 



CLIVE OWEN 

First virile hunk of the Finney/Bates school to come 
out of England in many years, has yet to fully catch 
on with American public. Apparently, he must play 
cartoon hero. Key roles: Shoot Em Up, 
Children of Men, and Closer 

GUY PEARCE 

Attractive Aussie turned heads with outrageous drag 
performance in an instant cult classic, followed by 
second lead in a classic period piece, followed by ... 
more character work. Key roles: The Adventures of 
Priscilla: Queen of the Desert, L.A. Confidential, 
and Mildred Pierce (TV). 

BILL PAXTON 

Slim young punk who has branched out into more 
sensitive, even romantic characterizations. Key 
roles: Near Dark, Aliens, and One False Move. 

SIMON PEGG 

This comic genius has proven to be the heir to Peter 
Sellers' long-empty throne. Forte is detailed satire 
of various film cliches. Key roles: Shaun of the 
Dead, Run Fat-boy Run, and Paul. 



VINCENT PRICE 

Tall, pale, effete New Englander began as upper- 
crust types, eventually devolved into camp horror 
favorite. Key roles: Leave Her to Heaven, The Last 
Man on Earth, and The Tomb of Ligeia. 

BILL PULLMAN 

Athletic blond with gifts for both broad comedy and 
offbeat heroic types. Key roles: Ruthless People, 
The Zero Effect, and Independence Day. 

RANDY QUAID 

Tall, homely, curly-haired Texan has played nerds, 
virgins, nitwits, bullies, and other creeps. Key roles: 
The Last Detail, Poxes, and Brokeback Mountain. 

JOHN QUALEN 

Norwegian-Canadian character who played many 
good-natured yet sniveling wimps. Key roles: 
The Grapes of Wrath, His Girl Priday, and 
The Seven Paces of Dr. Lao. 

AID AN QUINN 

Short, attractive, Irish-American has played 
romantic and action leads in mostly minor films. 
Key roles: An Early Prost, The Playboys, and 
Songcatcher. 



CLAUDE RAINS 

Consummate character player of noblemen and 
devious rat-finks. Key roles: Casablanca, 
Notorious, and Now, Voyager. 

BASIL RATHBONE 

Sherlock Holmes. The only one that ever mattered 
or ever will. Other key roles: Anna Karenina, 
Captain Blood, and The Court Jester.. 

ALDO RAY 

Muscular, virile blond who specialized in likeable 
dummies, mostly in the 50's. Key roles: Pat and 
Mike, We're No Angels, and The Marrying Kind. 

MICHAEL REDGRAVE 
Key member of leading British theatrical family 
was more or less a character player in the US. Key 
roles: The Lady Vanishes, The Browning Version, 
and The Importance of Being Earnest. 

BURT REYNOLDS 

Can act well when he wants to but too often went 
for the cheap laugh and the big bucks, Serious 
acting comeback in 90’s sadly went nowhere. Key 
roles: Deliverance, Semi-Tough, and Breaking In. 



GIOVANNI RIBISI 

Ever sad-eyed character with talent for playing 
oddballs and the occasional sympathetic hero. 
Key roles: Saving Private Ryan, The Gift, and 
Boiler Room 

ERIC ROBERTS 

One-time promising star is a much better actor, and 
was better-looking than his bratty kid sister, even 
after years of bad behavior. Key roles: Star 80, 
Runaway Train, and It's My Party. 

TIM ROBBINS 

Tall, slim, pouty-faced guy can play cynical creeps, 
emotionally-wounded naifs, and dumb jocks. Key 
roles: Bull Durham, Bob Roberts, and Mystic River. 

EDWARD G. ROBINSON 
Short, stocky, homely man who started out in many 
gangster flicks of the early sound era, progressed to 
wise and/or kindly adults. Key roles: Key Largo, 
Our Vines Have Tender Grapes, and Soylent Green. 

SAM ROCKWELL 

Slightly-built young buck who can play your 
emotions with slimy villains, cartoon jerks, and 
overwrought dads. Key roles: The Green Mile, 
Joshua, and The Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy. 



KURT RUSSELL 

Cheeky star of many B-movies and a few A-listers, 
his characters are pretty memorable. Key roles: 
Escape from New York, Overboard, and Silkwood. 

S. Z 'CUDDLES' SAKALL 
Nickname tells the tale of this real-life escapee from 
Nazis; played series of lovable and not-so-dumb 
sidekicks. Key roles: Christmas in Connecticut, 
Ball of fire, and In the Good Old Summertime. 

ROY SCHEIDER 

Rangy, rail-thin dude, usually as reluctant heroes or 
smug studs. Key roles: Jaws, Blue Thunder, and the 
Bob fosse semi-auto-biopic, All That Jazz. 

CAMPBELL SCOTT 

Tall, handsome son of film star George C. and stage 
star Colleen Dewhurst was pre-destined to become a 
fine character player as well, particularly in indies. 
Key roles: The Day-Trippers, The Spanish Prisoner, 
and Dying Young. 



GEORGE SEGAL 

Attractive blond adept in both serious drama and 
screwball comedy. Key roles: Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?, No Way to Treat A Lady, and 
Look Who's Talking 

OMAR SHARIF 

Handsome, earthy Lebanese lead of the 60's whose 
quality roles faded with his looks. Key roles: 
Lawrence of Arabia, Dr. Zhivago, and 
The Tamarind Seed. 

MARTIN SHEEN 

Attractive Irish-Latino American player who never 
made it to the big leagues outside of TV. Mostly in 
heroic roles, with occasional creepy villains. Key 
roles: Badlands, Apocalypse Now, and Da. 

TERENCE STAMP 

Handsome, slender ladies' man recently most 
famous playing a transsexual entertainer. Key roles: 
Billy Budd, Far From the Madding Crowd, and 
Adventures of Priscilla - Queen of the Desert, 



ROD STEIGER 

Intense fat man of the stage and screen with an 
unfortunate occasional lean towards hamminess. 

Key roles: No Way to Treat A Lady, The

Slim, rangy and dark, he has played a mix of 
pathetic losers, noble heroes, and skeevy creeps. 
Key roles: A Dangerous Woman, Good Night and 
Good Luck, and Passion Fish. 

DONALD SUTHERLAND 
Tall, rangy blond - to ivory-haired Canadian 
character began playing creepy guys in the 60's, 
graduated to sly virile anti-heroes and sages. 
Kiefer's dad. Key roles: M*A*S*H, Klute, and JFK. 

KIEFER SUTHERLAND 
Short, husky blond with talent for evil meanies and 
earnest heroes. Key roles: Eye For An Eye, 
Flatliners, and A Few Good Men. 



PATRICK SWAYZE 

Good guys die young but he left us three great 
performances, all of them character gems - the 
lover, the dancer, and the drag queen. They are: 
Ghost, Dirty Dancing, and To Wong Foo, Thanks 
for Everything, Julie Newmar. 

RUSS TAMBLYN 

Boyish, athletic dancer and jokey second lead; 
Amber's dad. Key roles: Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers, The Haunting, and West Side Story. 

ROBERT TAYLOR 

Wooden pretty boy who matured into okay 
character player. Key roles: Camille, Westward the 
Women, and Ivanhoe. 

ROD TAYLOR 

Handsome Aussie hunk at best in 1960's adventures 
with inevitable romance. Key roles: The Time 
Machine, The Birds, and Thirty-Six Hours 

GEORGE TOBIAS 

Burly, balding buddy in many war fdms and 
comedies of the golden era; latterly famous as the 
henpecked neighbor on Bewitched. Key roles: 
Sergeant York, Objective Burma, and 
The Glass-Bottom Boat. 



FRANCHOT TONE 

Attractive lead in the golden era but gradually fell 
out of favor by WWII era; came back briefly in 
early 60's. Key roles: Mutiny on the Bounty, Five 
Graves to Cairo, and Advise and Consent. 


STANLEY TUCCI 

Balding, stage-friendly New Yorker best at catty, 
snobby types. Key roles Winchell (TV), Big Night, 
and The Devil Wears Prada. 

JON VOIGHT 

Peaked in late 70's as boyish leading man, character 
player ever since, especially villains. 

Key roles: Midnight Cowboy, Coming Home, and 
Runaway Train 

MAX VON SYDOW 
Leading man in Sweden, character actor in 
America; can play heroes and villains with 
precision. Key roles: The Exorcist, Three Days of 
the Condor, and Hannah and Her Sisters. 



CHRISTOPER WALKEN 
Attractive string-bean with self-effacing sense of 
humor despite some devastatingly emotional work. 
Key roles: The Deer Hunter, The Dead Zone, and 
Next Stop, Greenwich Village. 

SAM WATERSTON 

Lincolnesque in appearance and manner, long stint 
as DA on Law & Order has led to more elder 
statesman work. Key roles: Interiors, The Killing 
Fields, and The Newsroom (TV). 

JOHN WAYNE 

Epitome of the wooden movie star, nevertheless 
hugely popular, probably due to his non-flamboyant 
style. Key roles: Red River, The Quiet Man, 
and True Grit. 

CLIFTON WEBB 

Effete, mustachioed dude always played elitists and 
bossy know-it-alls. Key roles; Cheaper by the 
Dozen, Sitting Pretty, and Laura 



ORSON WELLES 

Attractive & brilliant young thespian became obese, 
jaded and faded wastrel due to the studio system 
and probably a certain humorless media magnate. 
Key roles: Citizen Kane, The Third Man, 
and Touch of Evil. 

FOREST WHITAKER 

Burly, wonky-eyed guy has played reluctant thugs, 
awkward detectives, tragic jazzmen, and psychotic 
dictators, often to fund his and friends' indie works 
and public good deeds. Key roles: Bird, The Crying 
Game, and The Last King of Scotland 

RICHARD WIDMARK 

Sharp-featured blond first made waves pushing old 
lady down flight of stairs, tried & often failed to 
redeem self as solid citizens and anti-heroes. 

Key roles: Kiss of Death, Panic in the Streets, and 
Pickup on South Street. 

GENE WILDER 

Ever-nervous, curly-haired blond in all sorts of 
comedies, best with Mel Brooks. Key roles: 
Willy Wonka and the Chocolate Factory, Start the 
Revolution Without Me, and Young Frankenstein. 



JAMES WOODS 

Chiseled, slim and aggressive player of would-be 
intellectuals, thugs, and creeps. Key roles: Against 
All Odds, Salvador, and Ghosts of Mississippi. 

ROBERT YOUNG 

From callow youth to radio & television's beloved 
pair - a dad and a doc, this man reinvented himself 
successfully for over 60 years. Key roles: The 
Enchanted Cottage, Three Comrades, and Claudia. 

BILLY ZANE 

Virile thug started out menacing young Nicole 
Kidman, has moved on to competent character 
work. Key roles: Dead Calm, Orlando, and Titanic.
